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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-15, drawn to a nucleic acid comprising a low homology packaging 
signal cassette, the first product. 

Group II, claim(s) 16- 24, and 34 drawn to an adenovirus helper virus and a cell 
containing it, the second product and method to use it. 

Group III, claim(s) 25- 27, drawn to a helper dependent adenovirus vector with one 
segment of stuffer DNA. 

Group IV, claim(s) 28- 33, drawn to a helper dependent adenovirus with 2 stuffer DNA 
segments. 

Group V, claim(s) 35- 41, drawn to a method to generate helper dependent adenovirus 
requiring trans functions supplied by the cell not necessarily by a helper virus. 

The inventions listed as Groups I- V do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

Group I is directed to a nucleic acid, which is the first product. The special technical 

feature is the nucleic acid. Groups II- VI are drawn to structurally different products and 

methods which do not require special technical feature of group I and do not share the 

same or a corresponding technical feature. The Groups II, III, and IV inventions are 

drawn to different products, which do not require each other for their practice and do not 
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share the same or a corresponding technical feature. The method of group V has 
different requirements and is not limited to the special technical feature of groups I or II. 
The first named method is joined with the product that shares the same special 
technical feature and is included in group II. The first named method does not require 
the nucleic acid of claim 1 but shares the helper of claim 16. Since the special technical 
feature of the Group I invention is not present in the Group ll-V claims, and the special 
technical features of the Group ll-V inventions are not present in the Group I claims, 
unity of invention is lacking. Note that PCT Rule 13 does not provide for multiple 
products or methods within a single application.
